New York — Contamination of the 


pure-water supply coming from the 
city mains 
may sometimes occur 


within a building if water ot ques- 
tionable 
purity — as, for 
Instance. 


from a cistern, well, or river— In al- 
lowed to mingle with the city water. 


The condition which permits pure 


water »r> become contaminated by im- 
pure water is known technically as 
cross-connection. 


Three hundred potentially danger- 


ous cross-connections were recently 
discovered and removed in Water- 
town. WIs. 


The cross-connections were discov- 


ered when the WlneOn.il n State Board 
of Health reported that samples of 
water taken at various points In the 
CUT were highly contaminated with 
bacteria. 


A search for the source of contam- 


ination disclosed that many home 
owners had a connection between the 
cistern water supply and the city wa- 
ter supply which would permit them 
to fill their cistern* with city water 
in a drouth period. I^caklni; valves

bined with the fact that the electric 
pumps for the cistern water .supply 
huill up a higher prea.sure than the 
pressure existing In the city mains 
accounted for the fact that the bac- 
teria-laden water from the cisterns 
found a wide distribution In the city 
mains.

tre In any country can be complete 
without a consideration of the cre- 
ative geolus of the Russia, whether 
In the theatre proper, the opera, the 
ballet or the cinema. 
Yet it is » 


comparatively 
recent theatre. 
Its 


j greatest achievements being includ- 
't"J in the span of the last 100 years. 


Political and social life in Russia, 


even to a greater degree th»n In oth- 
er countries, powerfully affected the 
growth of the drama. For example, 
the social reforms of the 1860's were 
brilliantly reflected In the plays of 
the period, aa In the dramas of Gogol. 
When 
In 
1890 
Marxism became 


prominent, and in the 1905 revolu- 
tion, like a barometer, the theatre 
registered the rising tide of feeling 
for freedom and equality. 
At the 


same time It voiced the protest of 
the reactionaries. 
Today the con- 


nection of the theatre with the po- 
litical regime la Russia is universal- 
ly known. 


So, as the Russian drama devel- 


oped a literature of the theatre, it 
elded In maturing the national con- 
sciousness of the people and In pro- 
claiming human freedom and dig- 
nity. 


Tne speaker considered the peas- 


ant theatre, already old when the 
Bolshevik revolution took place. In 
the eerenteenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies many noble* and landowners 
had their own self troups and many 
actors of the Imperial theatres came 
from these self companies. As far 
back as 1765 there eiluted a people's 
theatre in St. 
Petersburg 
and in 


Moscow. The first real peuant the- 
atre was established in 1862 by S. A. 
Yureo. 
Yureo was the founder of 


the movement which led to the for- 
mation of the Morsow An Theatre. 
He established a achool on hie estate, 
built a theatre' and 
produced Rus- 


sian plays and welcomed dramae of 
western civilisation. 


After the 
Bolshevik 
revolution 


the Art Sovlt undertook to promote 
popular theatres, in which all cul- 
ture ehould be •abordlnated to the 
efforts of the worker* to build up a 
new society and a new clsro theatre. 
A theatre ot one class, a theatre 
under official preunre ot censorship 
and propaganda is M tar from the 
modern Ideal of the free stage as 
WM the theatres ot the serfs in the 
eighteenth century from our modern 
stage. 


In spite of the materialistic con- 


ceptlon of every aspect ot dally lite. 
In spite of the bigoted, crude and 
fanatically unreal interpretation of 
life, the Innovators have 30 much 
vigor. «ttch rich thematic material, 
and In such originality at their dis 
poeal that one may hope •.iltlmately 
for something more mature and ar- 
tUtlc. 


As a natural consequence of the 


nation's political and social experi- 
ence, struggle has become the lead- 
ing motive of the theatre's creative 
work. It found It* fullest expression
